for said fuse element having a Sn-Bi-In alloy composition in which In is 20% or larger and 
smaller than 50%. 

Specie II, claims 1, 5, 3, 7, 11, 15, 19, 23, 27, 31, 35, 39, 43, 47, 51, 55, 59, 63, 67, 71, 
75, 79, 83, 87, 91, 95 and 99, are drawn to an alloy thermal fuse having a fuse element and to a 
material for said fuse element having a Sn-Bi-In alloy composition in which In is 20% or larger 
and smaller than 50% and to which 0.1 to 3.5 weight parts of one, or two or more elements 
selected from the group consisting of Ag, Au, Cu, Ni, Pd, Pt, Sb, Ga, and Ge are added. 

Specie III, claims 2, 6, 10, 14, 18, 22, 26, 30, 34, 38, 42, 46, 50, 54, 58, 62, 66, 70, 74, 
78, 82, 86, 90, 94 and 98, are drawn to an alloy thermal fuse having a fuse element and to a 
material for said fuse element having a Sn-Bi-In alloy composition in which In is 20% or larger 
and smaller than 45%. 

Specie IV, claims 2, 6, 4, 8, 12, 16, 20, 24, 28, 32, 36, 40, 44, 48, 52, 56, 60, 64, 68, 72, 
76, 80, 84, 88, 92, 96 and 100 are drawn to an alloy thermal fuse having a fuse element and to a 
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material for said fuse element having a Sn-Bi-In alloy composition in which In is 20% or larger 
and smaller than 45% and to which 0.1 to 3.5 weight parts of one, or two or niore elements 
selected from the group consisting of Ag, Au, Cu, Ni, Pd, Pt, Sb, Ga, and Ge are added. 

2. Applicant is required imder 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. Currently, claims 1 and 5 appear to be generic for species I and U, and 
claims 2 and 6 appear to be generic for species III and IV.
